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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of Group III (claims 11-18) in the reply filed on 
February 20, 2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that applicant 
had previously elected claims 1 1-20 in response to telephone restriction. This is not 
found to be persuasive because there is no record of any telephone restriction 
requirement or telephone election made could be located in the application file by the 
examiner. In the absence of any such record, applicant's election of claims 1 1-18 is 
noted. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 1 and 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chung (4620127). 

Chung relates to an adhesive system comprising an adhesion surface comprising an 
adhesive blend containing a first region and a second region (abstract and col. 2, lines 
47-53). A first adhesive located in said first region and having a short cure time. A 
second adhesive located in said second region and having a long cure time (col. 4, line 
64 to col. 5, line 7). The fast curing adhesive will cure under one minute, which reads on 
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claim 14. The slower curing adhesive composition will cure under one hour and reads 
on claim 15. the regions being defined by the location of the first and second adhesive 
in said blend. 

The intended use phrases such as "for a tire pressure sensor", etc. have not been given 
any patentable weight because said phrases are not deemed to be of positive 
limitations. 

4. Claims 11-13 and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Sorensen (4889234). 

Sorensen relates to an adhesive system (figure-6) comprising an adhesion surface 
having a first adhesive perimeter region (64) and a second central adhesive region (66). 
The first adhesive region comprises releaseable adhesive that will inherently exhibit fast 
curing time and the second adhesive region comprises permanent adhesive that will 
inherently exhibit long curing time. The system further comprises a backing release liner 
(38) located on said adhesive surface. 

The intended use phrases have not been given any patentable weight for reasons 
discussed herein above.
